Cancel claims 5 to 36 and 52 to 103. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5 
to 36 and 52 to 103 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 5 to 36 and 52 to 103 have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Concerning independent claims 37 and 104, the prior art of record does not 
disclose or reasonably suggest the limitations of determining first through sixth numbers 
of words in first through sixth ranges of values from words of a voice data stream, where 
u-law linear equivalents are generated for words having values within third and fourth 
ranges, and A-law equivalents are generated for words having values within fifth and 
sixth ranges. Zhang et al. ('266) discloses a method and apparatus for identifying an 
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encoding codec, where 128 levels of u-law or A-law values are obtained for voice data 
of pulse code modulation (PCM) from a local central office. A difference between first 
and second levels will be close to zero for A-iaw encoding, and a difference between 
levels will be substantially higher for u-law encoding. An accumulated difference is 
compared to first and second thresholds, and if the accumulated difference is less than 
a first threshold, then the encoding type is identified as A-law, and if the accumulated 
difference is greater than a second threshold, then the encoding type is identified as u- 
law. Thus, Zhang et al. ('266) suggests that u-law difference values may be greater 
than A-law difference values by comparing to two or three ranges between thresholds, 
but does not disclose first through sixth ranges of values. Applicant's Specification, 
H[0006] - U[0007], suggests an improved ability to efficiently diagnose codec 
performance issues that otherwise may lead to undue testing of subsystems within a 
communications system.
